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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations recited 
in the claims 1, 5, 7, 8, 1 1, 12, 15, 16, 20, 26, 33 and 37, specifically the use of extended 
registers for addressing the peripheral devices by generating the address signal which is 
concatenating the address extension from an address extension register with the processor 
address signal. 

Bigbee et al. (US 6,526,431) discloses a method and apparatus for switching first 
and second tasks in an operating system with each have first and second traditional states 
and first and second extended states by saving the first traditional and extended states 
from the processing unit to a buffer, updating the buffer by replacing the first extended 
state by the second extended state, and restoring the first traditional state and the second 
extended state in the processing unit from the updated buffer. 

Samson et al. (US 5,995,750) discloses a memory protection system in a multi- 
tasking system for preventing a currently running application from writing data to a 
memory segment storing data for a second application by transmitting m upper address 
defining a memory segment of the currently running application to the memory from a 
memory register, detecting when a currently running application generates an invalid 
address, and disabling the data operation to prevent the corruption of data in a memory 
segment storing data for the currently running application. 

Therefore, since none of prior art of record fairly teaches the generating of a 
peripheral address signal/second address signal, the claims are allowed.
